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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Bowen et al. teach that in order to lessen 
exposure and processing time, relaxing target resolution is acceptable. They do not teach away from improving resolution if time is not 
an issue. Incorporating use of anti-blooming circuitry as taught by Amelio would not lengthen exposure and processing time, and the 
apparatus as modified could still function to inspect semiconductor materials but with better results. It is also noted that Bowen et al. 
acknowledge that topographers have customarily striven to meet a target of 1 urn resolution (column 3, lines 53-54). Applicants state 
that Bowen et al. teach resolutions of 25 urn to 100 urn. However, it is noted that Bowen et al. teach that up to 100 urn is acceptable, but 
in column 1, line 48, it is stated that "Preferably, the system resolution is about 25 urn or better..." 
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
